This  index  is  a  bilingual  subject  guide  to 
the  statutes  contained  in  volumes  1  to  1 1 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1 990. 
In  addition  to  this  User's  Guide,  readers 
may  wish  to  consult  the  general  User's 
Guide  on  page  9  of  Volume  12. 


The  index  uses  a  framework  of  subject 
terms  which  is  structured  to  describe  the 
content  of  the  law.  Subject  headings  are 
not  necessarily  derived  from  the  vocabu- 
lary of  the  statutes.  For  example,  the 
term  "consumer  protection"  represents  a 
concept  that  occurs  in  some  Acts,  al- 
though the  term  itself  may  not  be  used  in 
the  text  of  those  Acts. 


Because  the  index  is  primarily  intended 
for  lay  users  rather  than  legal  profession- 
als, administrative  and  procedural  details 
of  the  law  are  given  less  emphasis  than 
substantive  matters.  Subject  terms  like 
"certificates"  or  "annual  reports"  or  "in- 
spection" are  not  included  in  this  index. 
Sections  covering  the  administrative 
functions  of  Ministries  and  agencies  are 
indexed  only  briefly.  Instead  the  index 
focusses  on  directing  the  user  to  the  fact 
that  a  given  activity  is  administered  by  a 
given  agency.  Agencies  cited  in  the  stat- 
utes are  listed  by  proper  name  in  the  in- 
dex. While  the  power  to  perform  or  regu- 
late a  given  activity  is  generally  covered, 
the  specific  activities  governed  or  regulat- 
ed are  not  covered,  since  there  is  no  sub- 
stantive material  in  these  sections. 


Finally,  it  should  be  noted  that  this  in- 
dex is  a  first  point  of  reference  only.  The 
index  does  not  tabulate  the  contents  of 
the  statutes,  nor  does  it  present  interpre- 
tations or  conclusions.  To  complete  the

outre,  l'usager  qui  désire  obtenir  des  ren- 
seignements d'ordre  général  pourra  con- 
sulter, avec  avantage,  le  Guide  d'utilisa- 
tion qui  se  trouve  à  la  page  9  du  volume 
12. 

L'index  s'articule  autour  d'un  ensemble 
de  mots-clés  qui  permettent  de  décrire  le 
contenu  des  lois.  Il  convient  toutefois  de 
noter  que  les  termes  employés  ne  corres- 
pondent pas  nécessairement  à  la  termi- 
nologie des  lois.  À  titre  d'exemple,  l'ex- 
pression «protection  du  consommateur» 
vise  une  notion  présente  dans  plusieurs 
lois,  bien  que  sa  formulation  puisse  varier 
d'une  loi  à  l'autre. 

Comme  l'index  s'adresse  en  premier  lieu 
au  grand  public,  et  non  pas  aux  profes- 
sionnels du  droit,  les  questions  de  nature 
administrative  ou  procédurale  ont  fait 
l'objet  d'une  indexation  moins  approfon- 
die que  les  éléments  de  droit  substantiel. 
Par  conséquent,  des  termes  comme  «rap- 
port annuel»  ou  «inspection»  n'ont  pas  été 
retenus  à  titre  de  mots-clés.  De  même, 
les  dispositions  qui  traitent  des  fonctions 
administratives  des  diflérents  ministères 
et  organismes  sont  indexées  de  façon 
sommaire.  En  effet,  l'index  vise  plutôt  à 
signaler  à  l'usager  qu'une  activité  parti- 
culière est  régie  par  un  organisme  donné. 
Incidemment,  les  divers  organismes  men- 
tionnés dans  les  lois  sont  classés  selon 
leur  nom  officiel.  Par  ailleurs,  l'index 
s'intéresse  de  façon  générale  aux 
pouvoirs  d'exercer  ou  de  réglementer  une 
activité  quelconque,  mais  non  aux  ac- 
tivités particulières  qui  font  l'objet  de  ces 
pouvoirs,  puisque  les  dispositions  qui  en 
traitent  ne  contiennent  pas  d'éléments  de 
droit  substantiel. 

Il  importe  enfin  de  noter  que  l'index  ne 
constitue  que  le  point  de  départ  de  la 
recherche.  Son  but  n'est  pas,  en  effet, 
d'offrir  à  l'usager  une  compilation 
exhaustive  ou  l'interprétation  du  contenu

statutes  contains  a  Table  of  Statutes, 
showing  the  titles.  In  alphabetical  order, 
of  all  statutes  contained  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Ontario,  1990. 


How  to  Use  the  Subject  Index 

Research  Inquiries  should  start  with  a 
general  browse  of  the  index  to  gain  famil- 
iarity with  the  subject  of  Interest,  and  to 
note  all  chapters  in  which  the  subject  ap- 
pears. Users  should  start  with  broad 
concepts,  narrowing  and  refining 
searches  with  cross  references  until  the 
desired  point  of  specificity  is  reached. 


Cross  references  provide  assistance  in 
this  process;  "See  also"  references  sug- 
gest additional  relationships;  "See"  refer- 
ences lead  from  commonly-understood 
but  unused  terms  to  terms  under  which 
concepts  have  been  grouped. 


Having  identified  the  subject  terms 
which  are  used  to  cover  an  area  of  inter- 
est, the  user  should  then  note  the  sub- 
headings under  these  terms  to  gain  a 
better  appreciation  of  the  scope  and  em- 
phasis of  the  material.  In  general,  the 
complexity  or  level  of  abstraction  of  the 
subject  at  hand  is  a  determinant  of  the 
number  of  cites  used.  Hence,  concrete 
topics  like  "fire"  receive  relatively  brief 
treatment,  while  subjects  like  "contracts" 
and  "land"  are  thoroughly  cross  refer- 
enced and  cited,  so  that  the  user  Is  given 
as  many  perspectives  as  possible.

Comment  utiliser  l'index? 

L'usager  devrait  entreprendre  sa  recher- 
che en  parcourant  l'ensemble  de  l'index 
afin  de  se  familiariser  avec  le  sujet  qui 
l'intéresse.  11  pourra  alors  prendre  en 
note  les  chapitres  de  lois  qui  traitent  de 
ce  sujet.  11  est  préférable  de  partir  de 
termes  génériques  puis,  à  l'aide  des  ren- 
vois, de  circonscrire  et  d'affiner  le  champ 
d'investigation  jusqu'à  ce  que  soit  atteint 
le  degré  de  précision  désiré. 

Afin  d'aider  l'usager  dans  cette 
démarche,  l'index  utilise  deux  tjrpes  de 
renvois.  La  mention  «voir  aussi»  oriente 
l'usager  vers  des  termes  apparentés, 
tandis  que  la  mention  «voir»  le  conduit  de 
termes  usuels  ne  comportant  pas  d'en- 
trées aux  termes  exacts  sous  lesquels  les 
notions  ont  été  regroupées. 

Après  avoir  identifié  les  mots-clés  qui 
délimitent  son  champ  d'intérêt,  l'usager 
doit  porter  son  attention  sur  les  sous-ve- 
dettes qui  accompagnent  ces  mots-clés 
dans  le  but  de  mieux  apprécier  l'impor- 
tance de  l'information  disponible.  Régie 
générale,  le  nombre  de  citations  est 
directement  proportionnel  au  degré  de 
complexité  ou  d'abstraction  du  sujet. 
Ainsi,  les  sujets  concrets,  comme  les  in- 
cendies, sont  abordés  de  façon  beaucoup 
moins  approfondie  que  ne  le  sont,  par 
exemple,  les  notions  de  contrat  et  de 
bien-fonds,  lesquelles  font  l'objet  de  nom- 
breuses citations  et  de  nombreux  renvois, 
ce  qui  a  comme  avantage  de  présenter  à 
l'usager  le  plus  de  facettes  possibles  du 
sujet.
